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Americans, N.

SION FRONT, Korea (AP)^-Thir- 
tcen American soldiers fought off 
seven grenade-hurling North Ko 
rean raiders tod;ay in the longest 
clash in eight days of fresh ac- 
tion on the Korean front.

no known Communist casualties. 


The Communist North Koreans 


used wnisties liKe pneasant cans 
to guide their attacK. 'ifiey struts 
at an American outpost in a nar- 
row finger of the demilitarized 
zone that was a blood battleground 
in the 1950-53 Korean War. 


The North Koreans hurled a 


barrage of grenades at the Amer- 
ican outpost set up about 1,000 
yards east of where a Communist 
patrol last week ambushed three 
Americans in a jeep, killing two 
and wounding the third.. 


The spot is 13 miles Irom Pan- 


munjom, where the U.N. com- 
mand warned North Korea it 
would invite its own destruction 
if it failed to halt attacks south 
of the border dividing North and 
South Korea. 


North Korea's spokesman, at 


the Armistice Commission meet- 
ing Saturday, rejected the U.N. 
command's charges as "fabrica- 
tions." 


A U.N. command spokesman 


said today there were no reports 
of fighting elsewhere along the 
151-mile Korean front. 


The commander of the beseiged 


group, Capt. Jerry Scott of Ada, 
Okla.,, said the Communist patrol 
lealder apparently directed his sol- 
diers with whistles sounding like 
pheasant calls. 


This correspondent was in a bat- 


tle position on a nearby hill when 
Scott's, outpost was 
attacked. 


"Pheasants" whistled throughout 
the area but Scott and his .men 
were the only ones hit during' the 
night.

HIROSHIMA, Japan (AP)—The 


Soviet delegation led a mass pub- 
lic snub of the Red Chinese to- 
night. 


They marched from the audi- 


ence in Hiroshima Peace Park as 
the head of the Chinese delega- 
tion began to speak at the ninth 
world conference against nuclear 
Ixmibs. 


They were joined by the Indi- 


ans and by delegates from East 
European Communist countries, 
including Yugoslavia. 


The group paraded to the front 


of the arched war memorial to 
Hiroshima's 240,000 atom bomb 
dead and stood with heads bowed 
and their backs to the speaker, 
Chao Pti-chu,, as he denounced the 
tripartite test ban treaty signed 
in Moscow today. 


The 14 Soviet delegates were 


led out of the audience by Yuri 
Zhukov, a commentator for Pray- 
ed, the Soviet Communists party 
newspaper. 


The apparently planned affront 


took the 10,300 participants to the 
outdoor ceremony in the park by 
surprise, but did not prevenl 
them from giving Chao repeated 
applause. Most of the audience 
was pro-Chinese .

Now the Unit- 
ed States has a stockpile equival- 
ent to 35 billion tons of TNT. The 
Soviets have one equal (o at least 
20 billion tons.

Control," said recently 35 billion

"would fill' a string of freight cars 
stretching from the earth to (he 
moon and back 115 times." 


The United States and the Sov-

States, Britain and the Soviet Un- 
ion haven't come any closer to 
banning the bomb than a limited 
agreement, being signed today, to 
ban nuclear tests in the atmos- 
phere and outer space and under 
the sea. 


This leaves them free to test 


underground and go on making 
bombs. Kennedy said this country 
will continue testing underground. 
And any signer of the agreement 
can get out of it on three months' 
notice.

French President Charles de

If the nuclear powers are ever 


willing to destroy their weapons— 
not likely in this generation—it 
may take another generation of 
arguing about the details of check- 
ing to prevent cheating.

Informant 
to Tell All 
About Crime

WASHINGTON (AP)—The gov- 


ernment is confident that an un- 
derworld figure it says has given 
federal agents a detailed descrip- 
tion of the dominant crime organi- 
zation in the United States will 
live to tell his story to Senate in- 
vestigators. 


In a secret hideout FBI agents 


are guarding Joseph Valachi, a 
60-year-old New Yorker once fair- 
ly high in the mob hierarchy; 
who has outlined the structure of 
the terror-ridden "Cosa Nostra" 
and put the finger on some top 
racketeers already under investi- 
;ation. 
Valachi has a daitte with Sen. 


John L. McClellan's Senate Inves- 
igations subcommittee when it 
resumes its inquiry into illegal 
narcotics traffic. 


The McClellan panel began its 


probe of narcotics three years 
ago, 
then turned to the Billie Sol 


istes investigation and the TFX 
warplane contract award. No date 
las been set for the resumption 
of ils hearings, but McClellan, an 
Arkansas Democrat, said Sunday 
he expects Vaiachi to be a wit- 
ness. 


The government considers Vala- 


cbi's account of crime in America 
—including an inside view of the 
celebrated November 1957 mob- 
sters' convention at Apalachin, 
V.Y. — an important intelligence 
areakthrough. 


His story has been corroborated

The theory of a secret society 


at the hub of organized U.S. crime 
lias been supported for many 
years by the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics. Valachi provided a 
blueprint of the "Cosa Nostra"— 
literally meaning "Our Thing" but 
sometimes called the syndicate— 
and confirmation that such an or- 
ganization of criminals exists. 


The story of the Valachi break 


through appeared Sunday in a 
copyrighted story in the Washing 
ton Star. The Justice Departmenl 
confirmed the essentials.

Valachi placed Vito Genovese, 66- 
year-old 
Italian-born 
narcotics
